The Horrible l'er»ccutloit of Union 


Men In ICoiituulty, 


We are permitted to publish the follow- 


ing private letter, from a member of the 
senate of Kentucky to A friend. 
It is a 


plain story of the nwful barbarity of the 
rebels from a gentleman whose veracity 
none duro dispute: 


CINCINNATI, Oct. 8, 1802. 


L. W. Hull, Rataaa, Portage Oo, Ohio: 


I)EUI Siu :—In great disireaa of mind, I 


will attempt to recount to you the miafor* 
tunea nnd troubled I havo recently had to 
encounter in Kentucky. I nm now a refu- 
gee. 
Tho torch of the incendiary rebel 


has been put to my mills, my store, und my 
dwelling. All is consumed ; the tabor of 
nearly twenty yeara is destroyed. 
On la^t 


Wednesday night the rebel cavalry of John 
H. Morgan, to the number of eight ban 
dreJ, etitftiuped within two miles of my 
place. Through the whole night thoy wero 
momentarily expected to come upon us. 
Every person left tbo rond and hid in tho 
woods. 
I could not do BO ; my wife was 


near her confinement, nnd my anxiety for 
her kept mo ticnr my dwelling, but to allay 
her fears for my safety I had to appear to 
bo absent. 
Nothing occurred during tho 


night. As tbo morning downed, I went 
further from my house, nnd took a view of 
tho premises and the roads leading to 
them. I could see no rebels, and I deter* 
mined to ecu my wife, let the consequences 
ba what they might. 
As I was near my 


door, eight rebels suddenly appeared before 
mo with their guns presented to my breast, 
and took mo prisoner. Soon the whole 
rebel baud was upon me. Morgan cursed 
tho men for taking mo prisoner, saying 
that he ordered them to ehoot mo down 
upon sight. lie than opened my store 
door, and told his men to rifle it of every- 
thing they desired, nnd then set fire to it. 
I implored him not to do so, as it was so 
near my dwelling that it would also be con- 
sumed. 
I informed htm of the condition 


of ray wife—for myself I asked nothing, 
but 1 begged of him, in common humanity, 
not to destroy my wife and little children. 
Ho answered, with a fiendish oath, that ho 
intended to burn everything I bad—he 
would put fire to my house and burn my 
wifo and children up in it—ho would wipo 
out the whole abolition conceru. This 
threat was applauded by man? of his men, 
who said they wont in for killing men, 
women and children. I was then placed 
upon a horso, without n saddle, and 
con- 


ducted to tho front of the column, and or- 
ders were given to shoot mo down if fired 
upon by bushwhackers, as thoy styled thorn. 
1 assured them that they would bo fired up- 
on if the people had any spirit, and I be- 
lieved they had. 
When they saw tho con- 


flagration of their homes, they would way- 
lay and fire upon them, even il their num. 
her woro ten times greater. 
After firing 


my property, ho (Morgan) rode past me, 
and aaul, pointing to tho llamea: "You

find your loyalty to your abolition govern- 
ment pretty expensive, don't you ?" 


Betoro we reached the woods, the captain 


of tho men that took me prisoner removed 
me from my position in front, and placed 
me in his company, near the rear. 
Imme- 


diately upon entering the woods they wero 
fired upon. I wai surprised that I wus not 
shot. 
Morgan rode past, and demanded 


tho reason 1 was not shot as he had ordered. 
Thoy said they had not heard tbo order, 
lie told them, if tired upon again, to shoot 
the prisoner. They then amused themselves 
by pointing their guns nt me, and saying 
they wished they could hear a gun, 
that 


they might have (ho pleasure ot shooting 
uie. 
Alter some time we wero ordered to 


adtmice, and were soon again fired upon, 
i heard the guns click behind me, and felt 
sury my end was right then at band. Their 
Captain, John T. \Ytlliams. ordered them 
not to fire—that it was cold-blooded mur- 
der. Ho said that his men bad taken me 
prisoner—that ho was not yet mustered into 
the service, and did not belong to Gen, Mor- 
gan's command, and wonld not obey him in 
this, but would take mo to West Liberty 
and put mo in jail till further orders. This 
WHS some relict to me, you may be assured. 
Thus we proceeded lor nearly twelve miles, 
my friends tbo bushwhackers emptying a 
saddle every few minutes, and my captors 
setting fira to every union man's house as 
they went. 


At last they commenced falling close 


around me. "My guardian friend, tho cap- 
tain, said ho could not save mo any longer. 
I Soon took advantage of the excitement 
prevailing, and jumped from my horse and 
tied to the woods unobserved, nnd made my 
escape. 
I reached whero had been ray 


home at ditrk. I found my wife had been 
carried by somo kind ladies to an unoccu- 
pied house, nnd n physician was with her, 
who snid he would stay with her. It was 
not more than twenty minutes till Morgan's 
guerrillas wero again upon me. I escaped 
through tho fiehU to tho woods, making my 
way to Portsmouth, 35 miles, my ncareht 
point of complete safely, whcro I arrived 
next morning, without iood, sleep or rest. 
I immediately came to this city, where there 
•wa-5 owing mo about $75, with which I will 
purchase a Billiard riila and return to the 
vicinity of my family, hide in the woods 
and caves, and pick off every butternut 1 
ECO, until I can get my family away to somo 
place of security, and then—and then 1 
will not make peace with thorn.

For tbis I am burned out 


and hunted out of Kentucky. 1 am now 
n!tcr[iiivocally for confiscation, subjugation, 
exkiminalion, and hell and damnation. 


I should like to hear from my old friends 


in Portage county, none of whom have I 
forgotten. 
My address will bo for some 


time to come, Portsmouth, Ohio.

Tile Horrible Persecution or Union 


Mun iu l£«ntuclc}*. 


We are permitted to publish the follow- 


ing private letter, from a member of the 
senate of Kentucky to a friend. 
It in a 


plain story of the awful barbarity of the 
rebels from a gentleman whose veracity 
none dare dispute: 


CINCINNATI, Oct. 8, 1862. 


L. W. Ilall, Ravena, Portage Co., Ohio: 


DEAU SIB :—In great distress of mind, I 


will attempt to recount to you the misfor- 
tunes and troubles I have recently had to 
encounter in Kentucky. I am now a refu- 
gee. 
The torch of the incendiary rebel 


has been put to my mills, my store, and my 
dwelling. All is consumed ; the labor of 
nearly twenty years is destroyed. 
On last 


Wednesday night the rebel cavalry of John 
11. Morgan, to the number of eight hun 
dred, encamped within two miles of my 
place. 
Through the whole night they were 


momentarily expected to come upon us. 
Every person left the road and hid in the 
woods. I could not do so; my wife was 
near her confinement, and my anxiety for 
her kept me near my dwelling, but to allay 
her fears for ray safety I had to appear to 
bo absent. Nothing occurred during the 
night. As the morning dawned, I went 
further'from my house, and took a view of 
the premises and the roads leading to 
them. I could see no rebels, and I deter- 
mined to see my wife, let the consequences 
be what they might. As I was near my 
door, eight rebels suddenly appeared before 
me with their guns presented to my breast, 
and took me prisoner. Soon the whole 
rebel band was upon me. Morgan cursed 
the men for taking me prisoner, saying 
that he ordered them to shoot me down 
opon night. He then opened my store1 
door, and told his men to rifle it of every- 
thing they desired, and then set fire to it. 
I implored him not to do so, as it was so 
near my dwelling that it would also be con- 
sumed. I informed him of the condition 
of my wife—for myself I asked nothing, 
but I begged of him, in common humanity, 
not to destroy my wife and little children. 
He answered, with a fiendish oath, that he 
intended to burn everything I had—he 
would put fire to my house and burn my 
wife and children up in it—he would wipe 
out the whole abolition conceru. This 
threat was applauded by many of his men, 
who said they went in for killing men, 
women and children. I was then placed 
upon a horse, without a saddle, and con- 
ducted to tho front of the column, and or- 
ders were given to shoot me down if tired 
upon by bushwhackers, as they styled them. 
i assured them that they would be fired up- 
on if the people had any spirit, and I be- 
.ieved they had. 
When they saw the con- 


lagration of their homes, they would way- 
.ay and fire upon them, even il their num- 


were ten times greater. After firing 


my property, he (Morgan) rode past me, 
and said, pointing to the flames: "You 
iud your loyalty to your abolition govern- 
ment pretty expensive, don't you ?" 


Before we reached the woods, the captain 


of the men that took me prisoner removed 
me from my position in front, and placed 
me in his company, near the rear. 
Imme- 


diately upon entering the woods they were 
fired upon. I was surprised that I was not 
shot. Morgan rode past, and demanded 
;he reason 1 was not shot as he had ordered. 
They said they had not heard the order, 
tie told them, if fired upon again, to shoot 
.he prisoner. They then amused themselves 
}y pointing their guns at me, and saying 
they wished they could hear a gun, that 
they might have the pleasure of shooting 
me. 
After some time we were ordered to 


advance, and were soon again fired upon. 
[ heard the guns click behind me, and felt 
sure my end was right then at hand. Their 
Japtain, John T. Williams, ordered them 
not to fire—that it was cold-blooded mur- 
der, lie said that his men had taken me 
jrisoser—that he was not yet mustered into 
.he service, and did not belong to Gen. Mor- 
gan's command, and Wonld not obey him iu 
this, but would take me to West Liberty 
and put me in jail till further orders. This 
wns some relief to me, you may be assured. 
Thus we proceeded lor nearly twelve miles, 
my friends the bushwhackers emptying a 
saddle every few minutes, and my captors 
setting fire to every union man's house as 
they went. 


At last they commenced falling close 


around me. 
My guardian friend, the cap- 


,ain, said he could not save me any longer. 
[ soon took advantage of the excitement 
irevailiag, and jumped from my horse arid 
lad to the woods unobserved, and made my 
escape. 
I reached where had lieen my 


lotne at dark. I found my wife had been 
carried by some kind ladies to an unoccu- 
jied bouse, and a physician was with her, 
who said he would stay with her. Il was 
not more than twenty minutes till Morgan's 
guerrillas were again upon me. I escaped 
hroogh the fields to the woods, making my 
way to Portsmouth, 35 miles, my nearest 
joint of complete safety, where I arrived 
lext morning, without food, aleep or rest. 
[ immediately came to this city, where there 
was owing me about §75, with which I will 
purchase a Billiard rifle and return to the 
vicinity of my family, hide in the woods 
and caves, and pick oflf every butternut 1 
see, until I can get my family away to some 
jlace of security, and then—and then 1 
will not make peace with them. 


Why is all this persecution of me? 
It 


s because I condemned this wicked rebel- 
ion, urged a vigorous prosecution of this 
war, and in my place in the senate of Ken- 
tucky opposed the temporizing policy of 
my own party. 
For this I am burned out 


and hunted out of Kentucky, I'am now 
unequivocally for confiscation, subjugation, 
extermination, and hell and damnation. 


1 should like to hear from my old friends 


n Portage county, none of whom have I 
brgotten. My address will be for some 
time to come, Portsmouth, Ohio.

A dispatch 


from Harrisburg, dated last evening, says 
the unionists will have fifteen congressmen 
—including Bailey of the loth district,-who 
was elected in opposition to the regular 
tory candidate—and the torbs nine. The 
elate ticket is still in doubt, v/ith the chan- 
ces in favor of the democrats. In the leg- 
islature the senate will probably stand twen- 
ty republicans to thirteen dorcocrata, and 
the house forty-six republicans to fifty-four 
democrats. 


In Ohio the democratic majority on the
